Why We Say No 


Next Tuesday Alabama citizens will vote 
on five amendments. Four of them are 
purely local in character and most of us 
who vote on them aren’t interested in whe- 
ther they pass or not. The other, called 
the self-starter amendment, is arousing as 
much interest and controversy as is some- 
times shown in a general election. 

The proposed amendment is an innocent 
sounding affair. It allows the legislature to 
convene itself by a vote of two-thirds of 
its members. We don’t think the bill itself 
is of such great importance; Alabama has 
struggled along. very well without it for a 
geod many years. On the other hand, 
several states have had such a_ provision 
for some time and it doesn’t seem to have 
greatly impeded their progress. 

Our own self-starter, however, has swol- 
len to several times its normal importance, 
having developed into an out-and-out fight 
between the governor and several legisla- 
tors, along with many of the newspapers 
and other interests in the state. The gover- 
nor has fought it without all means avail- 
eble to him and its sponsors have been 
Sust as rabid in its support. Victory or 
defeat of the amendment is a clear victory 
or defeat for the opposing factions. 

Personalities have long been the real 
issue at stake. The governor has asked for 
defeat of the measure as a vote of confi- 
dence in him, The supporters have asked 
its passage to allow them to keep a check 
on the governor, pointing out that the 
governor is unworthy of trust and needs 
the legislature as a guardian. They have 
conducted a “scare’’ campaign predicting 
complete chaos if some method is not de- 
vised by which the governor can be check- 
mated. 

We don’t think Folsom needs a guardian. 
Some of his ideas don’t suit us, but we do 
believe he is honest and that he is exerting 
a sincere effort to better the condition of 
the comman man, As to his personal be- 
havior and dignity we believe that many 
small incidents have been magnified to 
riake the picture much darker than it 
it really is. 

The governor has been faced with power- 
ful opposition. He has gained a few victories 
and has met with several defeats. Some of 
these defeats have been better for him, no 
doubt, but in Tuesday’s election if he is 
defeated it will be the bitterest of all, be- 
cause this time the people decide. Big Jim 
has voiced his faith in the people many 
times, We think he believes the people are 
still strongly behind him. Passage of this 
amendment would-be an indication that 
people have lost faith in him and leave him 
little incentive to continue his fight. 

Passage of the amendment cannot bring 
progress. It can only bring a complete bust 
between the governor and the legislature 
with neither being able to accomplish any- 
thing. Defeat of the amendment will mean 
that the governor will be more able to 
accomplish some of his undertakings. To

Welfare Department 


We want to thank the Editor of the 
Clipper for his article on»Public Welfare 
and to point out some additional facts 
about the 738 cases who were receiving 
assistance at the end of the fiscal year. The 
present program is not to be confused with 
the old WPA program which gave work to 
able-bodied persons during the depression 
years. The present program is in conformity 
with the Social Security Act which provides 
for Old Age Assistance, Aid to the Blind, 
and Aid to Dependent Children, and in 
conformity with the Alabama law which 
provides for Aid to the Handicapped and 
Temporary Aid assistance. In other words, 
theve is no provision for able-bodied per- 
sons. Those receiving comprise only two 
per cent of the population of the county 
and they are: 

1. Sixty- five years or over and in need. 

2. Blind, and in need. 

8, Children who are in need because their 
fathers are dead, deserted, in an institution 
or disabled. 

4. Persons under 65, who are totally and 
permanently disabled to work as certified 
by a doctor’s certificate. 

Persons temporarily disabled by acci- 
dent, injury, etc., who may receive for only 
a short period of time. 

The Editor is certainly correct in pointing 
out that this program is ‘only a treatment 
and not a cure’, However, until agricul- 
tural workers, domestic servants and others 
not, covered under the insurance laws of 
the Federal Social Security Act are included 
in its provisions, we will be far removed 
from a “cure”, At least this will prove one 
step in the right direction. Most of the 
needy, disabled, persons now receiving 
assistance receive little help from relatives 
because their relatives are on the whole 
tenant farmers with large families of their 
evn to support. We would like to point 
out that these recipients are worse off now 
in these ‘good times” than they were be- 
fore prices were increased because their 
dollars will not stretch anything like as far 
as they formerly did. Those able-bodied 
persons who can earn are indeed fortunate 
at this time but those who are not able- 
and cannot earn have the double misfortune 
of making their small grants meet rising 
prices. 

We would like to take this occasion also 
to thank all.of the churches, clubs and 
individuals who contributed so generously 
to Christmas Baskets for those families in 
which there were children. We believe that 
this shows that people are thinking about 
others rather than themselves, which after 
all, is the true spirit of Christmas.

A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 
eae 

WHEREAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama, at the Regular Session 
1947, ordered an election to be held 
by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon a certain 
proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama, which said 
amendment is herein set out, and 
ordered that said election be held 
at the first special election, or the 
next General Election, whichever 
is earlier, three months after the 
final adjournment of the Regular 
Session of the 1947 Legislature at 
which the amendment was pro- 
posed; and 

WHEREAS, the first special elec- 
tion three months after the final 
adjournment of the Regular Ses- 
sion of the 1947 Legislature at 
which the amendment was pro- 
posed will be held on Tuesday, 
January 6, 1948; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law, and 
by the provisions of the act sub- 
mitting the amendment, to be given 
by a proclamation of the Governor 
to be published in each county in 
the State of Alabama once a week 
for four successive wecks next pre- 
ceding the said 6th day of January; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, James E. 
Folsom, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do fiereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day, the 6th day of January 1948, an 
election will be held at the sev- 
eral polling places within the State 
of Alabama, in the manner and 
form provided by law, upon the 
following proposed amendment .e 
the Constitution of the State 
Alabama of 1901: 


“Calhoun County Special School 
Tax: In addition to any taxes 
now authorized or that may be 
hereafter authorized by the Con- 
stitution and laws of Alabama, 
there is heréby levied a special 
school tax of fifty cents on each 
one hundred dollars worth of 
taxable property in the Cities of 
Jacksonville, Piedmont and An- 
niston and in the several school 
districts of Calhour County to be 
used solely for public school pur- 
poses; provided such tax and the 
time it is to continue shall have 
been first submitted to the vote
